LOOK WHO WON THE 1988 EDWARD R. MURROW AWARD! 

Each year since 1977, the Corporation for Public Broadcasting has recognized outstanding contributions to public radio by 
presenting the Edward R. Murrow Award. This award honors individuals whose work has fostered the growth, quality, and positive 
image of public radio. The Murrow award was presented on May 20th at the Public Radio Conference in St. Louis, Missouri. The 
1988 recipient is none other than KPAC’s General Manager... 

Joe Gwathmey! 

The following excerpt was taken from the Awards Ceremony program... 

The Corporation for Public Broadcasting (CPB) is proud to name Joe N. Gwathmey as the 1988 recipient of the Edward R. 
Murrow Award for "outstanding contributions to public radio." 

As one letter of nomination noted, Joe Gwathmey "has held nearly every important position at NPR...he had a hand in each 
new development, and faced every development as the system matured from educational to public." The letter continued, "He is 
admired and respected by his colleagues inside and outside NPR, here and abroad, for his genuine passion for radio, his 
determination always to do what is right, his wisdom, and his legendary candor. Our medium has been enriched by his years of 
quiet service." Another wrote, "Joe has given much of himself in terms of education... building a programming department (at 
NPR) that speaks for itself in terms of quality and national recognition.” The judges concurred, adding, "Joe has been quietly 
important to the growth of public radio, and to the creation of National Public Radio.” 

From 1971 until earlier this year, Joe N. Gwathmey’s tenure at NPR has been considerable and varied. He joined NPR to 
participate in the creation of NPR’s programming services. Then, at various times over 16 years, he was responsible for managing 
NPR’s production, news gathering, production engineering, international acquisitions and co-productions, and promotion support 
activities. As director of International Services, 1982 to 1983, Gwathmey was responsible for developing a strategy to increase 
public radio participation in cooperative projects with foreign broadcasters and to market program services abroad. In 1983, 
following a period of financial crisis for NPR, Gwathmey became vice president of Programming. In that position, he was 
instrumental in rebuilding NPR’s program service. Within two years, the service was more extensive and diverse than ever before. 

Gwathmey’s career in public radio began in 1965 at the University of Texas at Austin. During his six years there, he managed 
the University radio station, KUT-FM, and was in charge of one of the nation’s largest educational radio production operations. 
KUT-FM had been a part-time radio service until his arrival. By 1976, KUT had become a full-time fine arts and information 
service, and a founding member station of National Public Radio. While at KUT, Gwathmey was elected to the planning group 
which later became the first board of directors of NPR. 

Gwathmey, originally from Texas, recently returned to his native state to assume the position of general manager of KPAC-FM 
and KSTX-FM, San Antonio, Texas. He is married and has two children.
